Segundo Centenario de 
CALIFORNIA... 


En los relatos anteriores ya 
grandes rasgos he hecho un compendio 
reducidísimo de algunos de los acontecí 
mientos en la historia de California. 

A manera de información es con 
veniente saber, que las costas de Qalifcm 
nia fueron navegadas por el español, Se¬ 
bastián Viscainoy Juan Cabrillo en el si 
glo XVII,por el año de 1603. En 1769 Por 
tola, Rivera, Serra, Moneada y otros con 
quistaron y colonizaron el hoy Estado de 
California. 

Al triunfo de la lucha por la inde 
pendencia de México de la Corona de Es 
paña, California pasó a formar parte de 
la República Mexicana. La independencia 
quedó consumada en 1821, pero fue hasta 
1836 cuando la corte española la aceptó 
oficialmente. 

Agustín de Iturbide, que consumó 
la independencia en 1821, envanecido por 
sus aduladores, se declaró Emperador 
en 1822; un año después fue derrocado. 
En 1824 se proclamó la constitución fe¬ 
deral, quedando así establecidos los Es¬ 
tados Unidos Mexicanos, como repúbli¬ 
ca. 

Tratando de liquidar el sistema 
colonial se crearon varios partidos que 
siempre estaban en pugna; esto dió mo¬ 
tivo para que se descuidaran las posesio 
nes al norte del país, la falta de comuni 
caciones, la lejanía y la poca atención a 
la colonización de Texas, permitió que 
se establecieran algunos aventureros 
ambiciosos que crearon intereses y con 
la ayuda solapada délos Estados Unidos, 
hicieron que Texas se independizara de 


México, para anexarse a íos Estados 
Unidos en 1845. Esto provocó la guerra 
entre México y los Estados Unidos en 
1846, A pesar de la heroica resistencia 
de los mexicanos, los americanos entra 
ron en la capital mexicana en Septiem¬ 
bre de 1847; debido a esta guerra se per 
dió Nuevo México y la Alta California. 
Once años después de que las cortes de 
España aceptaron la independencia de 
México, la nueva nación perdió el 51% de 
su territorio. 

Los Tratados de Guadalupe Hi¬ 
dalgo de 1848 legalizan esta acción in¬ 
demnizando a México con Quince Millo¬ 
nes de Dólares. 

España conservó bajo su dominio 
a California desde 1769 hasta 1821, cin¬ 
cuenta y dos años, México gobernó estas 
tierras por un lapso de 27 años y los Es 
tados Unidos han gobernado California 
por los últimos 121 años. 

El nombre de California se le de 
be al Conquistador Hernán Cortés, que 
en su afán de ensanchar los dominios de 
su rey, llegó hasta la Baja California, 
recorriendo el golfo que separa la penin 
sula del continente, sus contemporáneos 
lo llamaron el Mar Rojo o Mar de Cor¬ 
tés. Cuando el conquistador visitó estas 
tierras con sus expedicionarios, era 
tiempo de calor o sea el Verano, por ese 
motivo Cortés dijo que esas tierras eran 
CALIFORNO, que en latín quiere decir 
HORNO CALIENTE, las palabras se cas 
tellanizaron juntándolas, así dió en lla¬ 
marse desde entonces California. 

NOTA.- Esta aclaración la hago 
porque algunas personas me han pedido 
que explique el origen del nombre de 
nuestro Estado. 

Con esto doy fin a estos relatos, 
con la intención de que sean de alguna 
utilidad alas personas que no tienen no¬ 
ciones de la historia de California. 

Agradezco también las felicita¬ 
ciones de personas que me han llamado 
por teléfono o me han enviado tarjetas o 
cartas mencionando mis artículos publi¬ 
cados en EL EXCENTRICO durante diez 
años. Cordialmente les doy las gracias 
y les agradezco sus palabras de aliento, 
suplicándoles me perdonen por no con¬ 
testar individualmente.
